Additional reports will 
follow regarding those interviews. No other child disclosed any sexual contact by^^J stated he did observe and

Detective Lejcar #13318 interviewed Ready who confirmed the information he provided to Officer Washington. Ready did not 
actually witness the incident but heard similar stories from both and WBKSi 


I then interviewed at the main police station located at 130 N. Robson Mesa. The interview was conducted in an 

interview room at the Criminal Investigation Division Offices. The interview was audio and visually recorded and the recordings 
were placed into the Mesa Police Department Evidence Section. What follows is a summary of the interview. For the complete 
interview refer to the recordings. 


After introducing myself I asked if he needed to use the restroom or get a drink. asked to use the restroom, which he 
did. I spoke with^H about basic background information and who lived in his family and who lived at the group home. HH 
stated he had ADD and was on medication for it. 

I then read the Juvenile Miranda Warning verbatirrUo^^^^^H requested that his mother be present for the interview. E|t| 
told me his mother lived in Payson. I called Vera^^Hbytelephone. Vera said she would not be able to respond and that I 
should call ^^Hs father who lived closer in Casa Grande. Vera provided me with the phone number. I then spoke to^H again 
and told him what his mother said. I told him I would call his father but what we needed to speak about would be a bit 
uncomfortable. Before I could finish my sentencesaid. "Embarrassing". said he would talk to me. I reminded him that 
at any time he could stop talking to me and that would be fine. 


I asked him to tell me what happened. said he was on room restriction for hitting in the head. said on 

Saturday (08-05-06) he started to do the sexual stuff to^^^^ stated he is still a virgin and has never been with a girl and 
he really wanted to be. said he really wants to be with a girl butt he decided to do "that stuff" to him, and I shouldn't have. 


I had explain what sexual stuff was. said he didn't really have sex with him; he just stuck his thing in his butt. I had

REPLIED, "THE LAST TIME." I ASKED HIM TO TELL ME ABOUT THE LAST TIME^^J DID SOMET HING TO H IM. 
HE S AID TH E LAST INCIDENT HAPPENED IN THE CLOS ET IN THE BEDROOM ^^^HARED WITH HE 

SAID PUT HIS "DONG" IN HIS "BUTT HOLE" AND CAUGHT US" WHEN HE OPENED THE CLOSET 

DOOR. 

TIGE R SAID BROUGHT A BLANKET INTO THE CLOSET AND P UT IT O N THE FLOOR. HE SAID BOTH HE 

AND^^ HAD TH EIR PA NTS AND UNDERWEAR OFF. TIGER SAID^^ TOLD HIM TO LIE ON THE FLOOR ON 
HIS STOMACH AND^^J KNELT OVER HIM AND THEN PU T HIS "D ONG" IN TIGER'S "BUTT HOLE." HE SAID IT 
"HURT" WHEN^^fl^DONG" WHEN IN H IS "BU TT HOLE." DID NOT PUT ANYTHING ON HIS "DONG" 

BEFORE HE PUT IT INSIDE TIGER. HE SAID MOVED BACK AN D FORTH WHILE HIS "DONG" WAS IN HIS 

"BUTT HOLE." TIGER DOES NOT KNOW IF ANYTH ING CAME OUT OF ^^HS" DONG " WHILE IT WAS IN HIS 
"BUTT HOLE." WHEN ASKED WHAT MADEgB STOP, TIGER SAID, CAUGHT US." TI GER SA ID THE 

LIGHT IN THE CLOSET WAS OFF AND OPENED THE CLOSET DOOR AND SAW HIM AND ON THE 

FLOOR. HE SAID THAT^^^| SAI D SOMET HING WHEN HE OPENED THE CLOSET DOOR, BUT HE COULD NOT 
REMEMBER WHAT HE SAID. AFTER "CAUGHT" THEM, TIGER SAID THEY BOTH GOT DRESS AND CAME 

OUT OF THE CLOSET. I ASKED HIM IF THERE WERE ANY STAFF MEMBERS THERE THAT DAY AND HE_ 

ANSWERED AFFIRMATIVELY, NAMING SHANE. HE SAID SHANE KNEW WHAT HAPPENED BECAUSE 
TOLD HIM ABOUT IT. I ASKED WHAT SHANE SAID AND HE TO LD ME THAT SHANE TOLD THEM THEY WERE 
ALL "STILL ON ROOM RESTRICTION." I ASKED HIM IF HE AND WERE ON ROOM RESTRICTION IN THE 

SAME ROOM AND HE TOLD ME HE MOVED TO A DIFFERENT ROOM. TIGER NOW ROOMS WITH JUNIOR, WHO IS 
15 YEARS OLD. 

I ASKED TIGER WHAT HIS "BUTT HOLE" FELT LIKE AFTER THE LAST INCIDENT WITH^^ AND HE SAID, "IT 
HURT." HE SAID NOTHING CAME OUT OF HIS BUTT. I ASKED TIGER IF ANYONE ELSE HAS EVER PUT 
ANYTHING IN HIS "BUTT HOLE" AND HE SAID HE DOES NOT KNOW. 

I ASKED TIGER IF HE COULD REMEMBER THE OTH ER TWO TIMES THAT SOMETHING HAPPENED WITH^H 
AND HE MENTIONED AGAIN THAT THE FIRST TIME^^ "TOLD" HIM TO SUCK ON HIS "DONG." I ASKED HIM 
WHAT HE THINKS WOULD H AVE H APPEN IF HE DID NOT DO WHAT^^ TOLD HIM TO DO AND TIGER SAID, 
"HURT ME?" I ASKED HIM SAID ANYTHING ABOUT HURTING HIM AND HE SHRUGGED HIS SHO ULDER S. 

THEN HE TOLD ME THAT^^^GLD HIM NOT TO TELL THE STAF F OR HE WOULD HURT HIM. HE SAID 
TOLD HIM HE WOULD HIT HIM IF HE TOLD SOMEONE. TIGER SAID HAS HIT HIM PREVIOUSLY, 

CLAIMING HE HIT HIM IN THE HEAD AND THAT IS WHY IS ON ROOM RESTRICTION. 

I SUMMED UP WHAT TIGER TOLD ME. TOLD HIM TO SUCK HIS "DONG" ONE TIME AND PUT HIS "DONG " 

IN HIS "BUTT HOLE" FOUR TIMES. AT LEAST THE FIRST TIME, TIGER HAD HIS UNDERWEAR ON WHEN 
PUT HIS "DONG" IN HIS BUTT. 

WE AGREED THAT WE WOULD TAKE A SHORT BREAK AND THAT I MIGHT HAVE TO BRING HIM BACK TO THE 
INTERVIEW ROOM IF I NEED TO ASK HIM SOME FOLLOW-UP QUESTIONS. 
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AFTER A SHORT BREAK TIGER AND I R ETURNE D TO THE INT ERVIEW ROO M. I ASKED TIGER WHERE HE SLEPT 
PRIOR TO ANYTHING HAPPENING WITH^^J HE REPLIED, "^^^S AND^^|s." HE SAID HE CHANGED 
ROOMS YESTERDAY (AUGUST 8TH) AN D NOW S HARES A ROOM WI TH JUN IOR. TIGER SAID HE MOVED INTO 
JUNIOR'S ROOM THE SAME DAY THAT^^^| CAUGHT HIM AND^^ IN THE CLOSET. 

I ASKED TIGER IF HE KNOWS HAS DONE ANYTHING TO ANY OTHER BOYS THAT LIVE IN THE HOUSE 

WITH HIM. HE REPLIE D, "NICK," CLAIMINGDID THE "SAME THING" TO NICK. WHEN ASKED HOW HE 
KNOWS ABOUT AND NICK, HE SAID THAT JUNIOR TOLD HIM. TIGER SAID NONE OF THE OTHER BOYS IN 

THE HOUSE HAVE EVER DONE ANYTHING TO HIM OR ASKED HIM TO DO ANYTHING TO THEM. 

I CONCLUDED THE INTERVIEW WITH A SHORT CONVERSATION ABOUT A NEUTRAL TOPIC, THANKED TIGER 
FOR TALKING TO ME AND ENDED THE INTERVIEW. 
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On 08-15-06,1 received the medical report from Cynthia A. Nelson RN-CPNP from the Child Abuse Assessment Center of Saint 
Joseph's Hospital. A copy of the report was forwarded to the records department for inclusion in this report. I took no further

SUSPECT IN THIS INVESTIGATION ALSO LIVED AT THE TANNER HOUSE. A TOTAL OF FIVE MALES LIVE AT THE 
TANNER HOUSE AND DET. BECK DETERMINED THAT THE REMAINDER THREE BOYS NEEDED TO BE 
INTERVIEWED. 

WHEN THE REPORTING PARTY CONTACTED MESA POLICE, HE WANTED TO REMAIN ANNONOMOUS AND HE 
DID NOT PROVIDE A PHONE NUMBER TO THE TANNER HOUSE. ONCE THE PATROL OFFICER CONTACTED THE 
REPORTING PARTY, HE REFUSED TO GIVE A CONTACT NUMBER TO THE TANNER HOUSE. I SEARCHED THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HEATH SERVICES WEBSITE AND OBTAINED A CONTACT NUMBER FOR THE TANNER HOUSE. 

I CALLED THE PHONE NUMBER AND SPOKE WITH A MALE WHO ANSWERED THE PHONE. I ATTEMPTED TO 
AUDIO TAPE RECORD MY CONVERSATION, HOWEVER, A PROBLEM WITH MY RECORDING DEVICE PREVENTED 
MY CONVERSATION FROM BEING RECORDED. I ASKED TO SPEAK WITH JASON. THE MALE ADVISED ME THAT 
JASON WAS AT ONE OF THE HOUSES AND THAT I HAD REACHED HIS SUPERVISOR. HE IDENTIFIED HIMSELF AS 
CHESTER MANNING. 

I EXPLAINED TO CHESTER THAT THE MESA POLICE WAS CONDUCTING AN INVESTIGATION AND THAT WE 
NEEDED THE REMAINDER OF THE CHILDREN TO BE BROUGHT DOWN TO THE CENTER AGAINST FAMILY 
VIOLENCE. CHESTER EXPLAINED THAT HE COULD CONTACT MIKE LUSCOMBE AND ADVISE HIM TO BRING 
DOWN THE OTHER BOYS. CHESTER EXPLAINED THAT MIKE WORKED AT THE GROUP HOME. I ALSO ADVISED 
CHESTER THAT I NEEDED INFORMATION ON THE BOYS' REGARDING THEIR CASE MANAGERS AND 
MEDICATIONS IF ANY. I ASKED CHESTER TO CALL ME BACK WHEN HE CONTACTED MIKE AND ADVISE ME OF 
THEIR ESTIMATED TIME OF ARRIVAL. I ALSO ADVISED CHESTER TO NOT TALK TO THE BOYS ABOUT THE 
SITUATION AT THIS TIME. 

I THEN CONTACTED DISPATCHED AND ASKED THAT A PATROL OFFICER RESPOND TO THE GROUP HOME TO 
ENSURE THE BOYS WERE BEING BROUGHT TO THE CENTER. AFTER ABOUT 15 MINUTES, I HAD NOT HEARD 
BACK FROM CHESTER. I CALLED CHESTER BACK AND CHESTER STATED THAT HE CONTACTED MIKE AND 
MIKE WAS GOING TO TRANSPORT THE BOYS. SHORTLY AFTER TALKING TO CHESTER, I RECEIVED A PHONE 
CALL FROM OFFICER LUPO #12880. OFFICER LUPO STATED THAT HE WAS AT THE TANNER HOUSE WITH 
TRACY, THE HOUSE ADMINISTRATOR. OFFICER LUPO STATED THAT TRACY WAS CURRENTLY GETTING THE 
BOYS TOGETHER AND BRINGING THEM DOWN TO THE CENTER. I ADVISED DET. BECK OF THIS INFORMATION. 

ONCE TRACY ARRIVED AT THE CENTER WITH THE BOYS, DET. BECK ASKED ME TO SPEAK WITH TRACY. I 
CONDUCTED AN AUDIO/DVD-RECORDED INTERVIEW WITH TRACY. THE FOLLOWING IS A SYNOPSIS OF MY 
INTERVIEW: TRACY IDENTIFIED HERSELF AS TRACY MANNING. SHE AND HER HUSBAND, CHESTER MANNING, 
OWN AND OPERATE THE GROUP HOME. ALTHOUGH THEY OWN/OPERATE THE GROUP HOME, THEY LEASE THE 
PROPERTY. 

TRACY FIRST HEARD OF THIS INCIDENT ON TUESDAY. SHE HEARD THAT ^MtOUCHED 
INAPPROPRIATELY. SH E KNEW TH AT HER HU SBAND TRIED TO CONTAC'^^^S CASE MANAGER, MICHELLE 
LILLI E. INIT IALLY BOTH^^ AND^^^| DENIED ANYT HING HAP PENED. BUT THIS MORNI NG SHE H EARD 
THAT WANTED TOGO TO JUVIE FOR WHAT HE DID TO SHE ALSO HEARD THAT 

JOKED AROUND THAT^M MIGHT BE GETTING TO GO HOME. AFTER THEY HEARD THE NEW INFORMATION 
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ON^^^S ADMISSION, CHESTER CONTACTED CATHY (CASE MANAGER FILING IN FOR MICHELLE). 

SHE AND CHESTER BEGAN THIS TYPE OF WORK IN 1999 AS A GROUP HOME THROUGH CHILD PROTECTIVE 
SERVICES (CPS). IN 2000 THEY OPENED A GROUP HOME UNDER BEHAVIOR HEALTH. THEY HAVE NEVER HAD 
THIS TYPE OF ISSUE HAPPEN IN THE PAST. 

I NEEDED TO CLARIFY SOME INFORMATION WITH TRACY AND GET MORE DETAILS. TRACY STATED THAT 
JASON READY WENT TO CHESTER ON TUE SDAY ABOUT 1330 HO URS. SHE BELIEVED THAT JASON TOLD 
CHESTER THAT^^^| SAW HIM IN THE CLOSET WITH^^^J CHESTER ASKED JASON IF THEIR 

CLOTHES WERE ON OR OFF AND CHESTER DID NOT GET A DEFFINITE ANSWER TO THAT QUESTION. SHE IS 
UNSURE OF EXACTLY WHAT WAS SAID BECAUSE SHE WAS NOT THERE FOR THE CONVERSATION. SHE 
BELIEVED AT THAT POINT CHESTER CONTACTED CATHY. 

TRACY HAD USE D THE TE RM "TOUCHED INAPPROPRIATELY". I ASKED HER TO CLARIFY WHY SHE BELIEVED 
^j| TOUCHED IN APPROPRI ATELY BASED ON WHAT WAS BEING TOLD TO HER UP TO THIS POINT. 

TRACY ST ATED T HAT WHEN^^^| TOLD "STAFF" WHAT HE OBSERVED. STATED THAT HE 

OBSERVED BUTTONING UP HIS PANTS AND THE LIGHTS WERE OFF AS^^f CAME OUT OF THE CLOSET. 

TRACY KNEW IN GENERAL WHAT WAS SAID BET WEEN C HESTE R AND CATHY. SHE BELIEVED THAT CHESTER 
AND CATHY AGREE D TO SEP ARATE AND^^ UNTIL COULD BE PLACED. T HEN TH EY WERE 

GOING TO TALK TO^^^| AND^^^^SHE AND CHESTER HAD ALREADY DECIDED THAT^^ WAS GOING 
TO BE DISCHARGED FROM THE GROUP HOUSE. 

SHE AND CHESTER ALSO HAD SOME CONCE RN BECAUSE HAD JUST RETURNED FROM A HOME P ASS AN D 

THERE WAS SOME INDICATION THAT^MMAY HAVE CONSUMED ALCOHOL. THEY LEARN ED FROM^^^S 
FATHER THAT HE DID NOT SUPERVISOR^^J AT ALL TI MES D URING THE WEDDING. HAD SOME 

UNSUP ERVISE D TIME WITH HIS OLDER BROTHER WHERE COULD HAVE C ONSUM ED ALCOHOL. CHESTER 

ASKED FA THER IF ANYTHING ELSE COULD HAVE HAPPENED TO CAUSETO ACT OUT IN A 

SEXUAL MANNER. FATHER DENIED ANY KNOWLEDGE OF ANYTHING ELSE OCCURING. 

TR ACY SP OKE TO OUTSIDE THE HOUSE ON TUES DAY EVEN IN G ABO UT 1930 HOURS. CHEST ER SPOKE 

TO^^ DURING THE SA ME TIME FRAME. TRACY ASKED IF^MWAS B OTHER ING HIM. 

TOLD TRACY THAT^MPICKS ON HIM. TRACY SPE CIFICA LLY ASKED^^^J TOUCHED HIM ON 

HIS PRIV ATE PARTS^^^^ THEN ASKED TRACY IE^^ WAS TOO YOUNG F OR THAT. TRACY THEN TOLD 

JJ^Bthat the behavior is not app ropriat e for either one of them. then told her 

PUTS HIS HANDS ON HIM BU T^^^J DENIED ANY PHYSICAL INJ URY OR BEING 
INAPPROPRIATELY TOUCHED. TOLD TRACY THAT HE DOES NOT LIKE^^ 

WHEN CHESTER TALKED TO^H^^^J DENIED THAT HE TOUCHED TOLD CHESTER THAT 

HE D ID NOT K NOW WHY^^^| WAS SAYING THE T HINGS HE WAS SA^N^^^^TOLD CHESTER THAT HE 
AND^^^| WERE PLAYING HIDE AND SEEK. TOLD CHESTER THAT THEY PLAY HIDE AND SEEK WITH 

THE L IGHTS OFF ALL THE TIME. TRACY SAID THAT IT WAS TODAY (WE DNESDAY ) THAT SHE HEARD THAT 
TOLD JASON THAT HE WANTED TO GO TO JUVENILE FOR RAPING m| 

WHEN I ASKED TRACY WHAT STAFF MEMBERS WERE AWARE OF THE SITUATION GOING ON BETWEEN 
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AND^^^J TRACY TOLD ME THAT IT WAS JASON AND LINDA GREEN. LINDA IS A COUNSELOR THAT 
COMES TO THE GROUP HOME ONCE A WEEK AND SPEAKS TO THE BOYS INDIVIDUALLY. LINDA IS ACTUALLY 
OUT OF TOWN THIS WEEK AND HAS BEEN NOTIFIED OF THE SITUATION VIA TELEPHONE. 

TRACY ALSO STATED THAT TUESDAY EVENING, C ASEY H AWES, ANOTHER STAFF MEM BER, C ALLED 
REGARDING SOME STATEMENTS BEING MADE BY^^| CASEY ADVISED THEM THAT^^ WAS SAYING 
THAT HE WANTED SOME "PUSSY" THROUGHOUT THE NIGHT. AS FAR AS SHE KNEW, CASEY DID NOT KNOW 
ALL THAT WAS GOING ON. AT THIS POINT, ONLY THE ON CALL CASE MANAGERS WERE WORKING SO THEY 
DECIDED TO WAIT UNTIL THE MORNING TO CONTACT THE ACTUAL CASE MANAGERS. 

TRACY SAID JASON CALLED CHESTER AND TOLD CHESTER WHAT^^ WAS SAYING. CHESTER TOLD JASON 
TO FILL OUT AN INCIDENT REPORT AND HE (CHESTER) WOULD CONTACT THE CASE MANAGERS. THIS 
HAPPENED ABOUT 45 MINUTES BEFORE THE POLICE RESPONDED TO THE RESIDENCE. TRACY SAID THAT SHE 
IS NOT INVOLVED WITH THE ACTIVITIES OF THE HOUSE DURING THE DAY BECAUSE SHE IS AT SCHOOL UNTIL

I ASKED TRACY TO EXPLAIN HER UNDERSTANDING OF WHAT SHE IS TO DO WHEN AN ALLEGATION OF 
PHYSICAL/SEXUAL ABUSE OCCURS. SHE STATED THAT SHE HAS NEVER HAD ANYTHING LIKE THIS HAPPEN IN 
THE PAST. HER UNDERSTANDING IS THAT THEY ARE TO DOCUMENT THE IN CIDENT A ND CONTACT CASE 
MANAGERS. SHE KNEW THAT THEY NEEDED TO SCHEDULE A PHYSICAL FOR AS WELL. 

DID SEE A DOCTOR ON TUESDAY RELATED TO A MEDICA TION REVIEW. WENT TO THE 

PHOENIX INDIAN MEDICAL CENTER - MENTAL HEALTIL^^^J POSSIBLY SAW DR. BESS. HER FATHER, 
MIKE, IS ACTUALLY THE PERSON WHO BROUGHT ^^^fmilS VI SIT. SHE STATED THAT DR. BESS ASKED 
mi IF ANYONE WAS "MESSING" WITH HIM AT THE HOUSE AND^^^| DENI ED ANYTH ING GOING ON. 
SHE BELIEVED IT WAS NORMAL FOR DR. BESS TO ASK THAT QUESTION BASED ON^^^^S LIVING 
ENVIRONMENT. 

TRACY THEN ASKED ME IF SHE WAS IN TROUBLE. I EXPLAINED TO TRACY THAT IT APPEARED FROM WHAT 
SHE WAS TELLING ME THAT SHE AND CHESTER WERE TAKING STEPS IN DEALING WITH THE ISSUE. I ALSO 
EXPLAINED TO TRACY THAT UNDER ARIZONA LAW, THEY ARE REQUIRED TO NOTIFY THE POLICE OF ANY 
ALLEGATION OF ABUSE GOING ON IN THE HOUSE. I EXPLAINED THAT THEY FALL INTO A CATEGORY OF 
MANDATED REPORTERS. TRACY STATED THAT SHE HAD THOUGHT OF CALLING THE POLICE, HOWEVER. IN 
THE PAST WHEN THEY HAVE NOTIFIED THE POLICE OF INCIDENTS GOING ON IN THE HOUSE, THEY HAVE NOT 
RECEIVED ANY HELP. THEREFORE, SHE WAS RELUCTANT TO NOTIFY THE POLICE. I EXPLAINED THAT IN THE 
FUTURE IF AN ISSUE LIKE THIS ARRISES (OR ONE RELATED TO PHYSICAL ABUSE, NEGLECT ETC), SHE SHOULD 
CONTACT LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

I THEN HAD TRACY EXPL AIN TH E ROOM SITUATION TO ME. SHE E XPL AINED THA T THEY MOVED H| 

OUT OF THE ROOM WITH ON TUESDAY. C URRENTL Y, AND SLEEP IN WHAT IS THE 

MASTER BEDROOM OF THE HOUSE. JUNIOR AND ARE NOW IN A ROOM TOGETHER AND NICK IS IN A 

ROOM BY HIMSELF. 

TRACY EXPRESSED CONCERN REGARDING SOME MOVIES THEY LOCATED IN^^^S POSSESSION. 

IS AT A LEVEL IN THE GROUP HOME WHERE HE CAN HAVE A PORTABLE DVD PLAYER AND CHECK OUT 
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APPROVED MOVIES FROM THE GROUP HOUSE MOVIE COLLECTION. RECENTLY THEY DISCOVERED SEVERAL 
MOVIES THAT WERE NOT APPROVED DUE TO THE MOVIE RATING. ONE OF THOSE MOVIES HAS A SCENE IN IT 
WHERE A MALE IS RAPED IN PRISON. TRACY WONDERED IF THE OTHER BOYS HAD SEEN THIS MOVIE OR IF 
THE MOVIE SPARKED CONVERSATIONS AND THOUGHTS ABOUT RAPE. 

TRACY STATED THAT SHE HAS NOT EXPERIENCED ANY SEXUAL RELATED ISSUES AT THE GROUP HOME WITH 
THE BOYS. SHE DENIED ANY KNOWLEDGE THAT ANY OF THE OTHER BOYS HAVE BEEN THE VICTIM OF ANY 
INAPPROPRIATE SEXUAL BEHAVIOR. SHE DENIED ANY KNOWLEDGE OF NICK BEING A VICTIM WHILE AT THE 
GROUP HOME, HOWEVER, SHE BELIEVED THAT NICK HAD BEEN SEXUALLY AND PHYSICALLY ABUSED PRIOR 
TO BEING REMOVED FROM HIS FAMILY. 

AFTER A SHORT BREAK, TRACY PROVIDED ME WITH A LIST OF THE PEOPLE WHO WORKED AT THE GROUP 
HOME. SHE EXPLAINED THAT THE WORKERS ARE JASON READY, SHANE BUONO, CASEY HAWES AND MIKE 
LUSCOMBE. LINDA GREEN IS THE COUNSELOR THAT COMES TO THE GROUP HOME ONCE A WEEK AND 
JOHNNY GOLDEN IS THE LICENSING INDIVIDUAL FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH. 

I EXPLAI NED TO TRACY THAT WE HAD INFORMATION THAT JASON SAID THIS ISSUE INVOLVI NG AND

POINT HE FIGURED CASE WORKER HAD ARRANGED EOR^M TO BE TR ANSPOR TED TO HIS N EW 

PLACEMENT. THEN MIKE EXPLAINED TO HIM THAT THE POLICE REMOVED BOTH AND ^^^i FROM 

THE HOUSE. CHESTER DID NOT UNDERSTAND WHAT WAS GOING ON.

GROUP HOME RECEIVES THEIR LICENSING, THEY RECEIVE A RULES/GUIDELINES HANDBOOK. THIS 
HANDBOOK OUTLINES THE RULES AND REGULATIONS THAT GROUP HOMES MUST MEET AS WELL AS ANY 
ARIZONA STATE LAW THAT GOVERNS THE OPERATION OF A GROUP HOME. SYLVIA STATED THIS INCLUDES 
THE PROTOCOL ON HOW TO HANDLE THINGS RELATED TO CHILD PHYSICAL/SEXUAL ABUSE. SYLVIA STATED 
THAT THE MANNINGS HAD 24 HOURS TO SEND A VERBAL REPORT TO HER OFFICE AND THEN 72 HOURS TO 
HAVE A WRITTEN REPORT FAXED TO HER OFFICE. I PROVIDED SYLVIA WITH DET. BECK'S INFORMATION AND 
SHE SAID THAT SHE WOULD PASS THIS INFORMATION ON TO THE INVESTIGATOR. 

I TURNED OVER THE DVD AND AUDIO RECORDINGS TO DET. BECK. 

I TOOK NO FURTHER ACTION IN THIS INVESTIGATION.
